Security 
Coming Social 
Tax 
Hike Explained 


Harold F. Kearns, social security 
district m anager, announced 
to­ 
day that his office now has on hand 
copies ol a printed explanation of 
the social 
security tax 
increase 
scheduled for January 1. 1963. 
The explanation is available upon 
request to the Cape G irardeau So­ 
cial Security Office, and Kearns 
noted that a num ber of em ployers 
have already ordered copies to en­ 
close with em ployees’ pay checks 
on hte first pay day in January. 
Starting with that first pay in 
January. K earns said, the work­ 
er's social security deduction will 
be increased by one-half of one 
percent on the first $4800 of annual 
wages. 
With 
this 
increase, 
the 
am ount of the social security tax 
will be 3 percent for an employee, 
with a m atching am ount contribut­ 
ed by the em ployer. 
The social security law as orig­ 
inally enacted in 1935, called for 
a beginning rate of one percent for 
em ployee and for the em ployer on 
the first $3000 of annual earnings, 
with gradual increases until the top 
rate of 3 percent was reached in 
1949. 
These tax rates, it was estim at­ 
ed. would be rquired to finance the 
retirem ent benefits of $10 to $85 
p er month, the only type of bene­ 
fits provided 
under 
the original 
law. But the scheduled increases 
were not perm itted to go into ef­ 
fect and the tax rate did not even 
rise to 1% percent until 1950. 
M any im provem ents have been 
m ade in the original law. Kearns 
said. Benefits have been added for 
the dependent« and survivors

Officer Clarifies TB 
Nursing Scholarships 


According 
to Dr. 
Thelm a 
C. 
Buckthorpe, Scott County health of- 
ficer, there seem s to be a m isunder­ 
standing about the nursing scholar­ 
ships aw arded by the Scott County, 
the Missouri and the A m erican Tu­ 
berculosis Associations. 
Dr. Buckthorpe has issued the 
following statem ent concerning the 
m atter: 
“ When the nursing shortage be­ 
cam e acute, m ost of the voluntary 
H ealth, Agencies set up nursing 
scholarships in an effort to help re­ 
lieve the shortage. 
“ Witiiout Public Health Nurses, 
m any cases of active tuberculosis 
would never be found rind brought 
to treatm ent. Without 
registered 
nurses, specialized and unspecial- 
i/.ed. proper care of patients ill of 
the disease is impossible. 
"Presentation of nursing scholar­ 
ships m ay seem the 
long way 
around to teach home base (the 
eradication of tuberculosis>, per­ 
haps this is true But. without ade­ 
quate nursing, the goal can never 
be attained. 
“The Scott County Tuberculosis 
Association tried as did m any oth­ 
er agencies, to aw ard its first scho­ 
larships to girls with the need for 
financial help. None 
staved 
in 
school to complete the course. Our 
money was not well spent. Othei 
organizations had the sam e experi­ 
ence. 
“ With this in mind, the 1962 schol­ 
arships were aw arded on the basis 
of scholastic m erit. If two appli­ 
cants 
had 
the 
sam e 
excellent 
grades, and only one required fi­ 
nancial help to be able to enter 
training, the one with need would 
likely win the award. But the act­ 
ual presentation depends on excel­ 
lence of grades in school, and on 
results of a special exam ination 
give to determ ine whether the stu­ 
dent had a bent on aptitude for the 
healuig arts. 
“The Scott County’ Tuberculosis 
Association has two well-qualified 
nursing students studying with the 
aid of its two scholarships. These 
girls are exceptional students, and 
we should all be very happy to 
have a small p art in the education 
of two excellent nurses.”

BABY’S SKIN PROBLEMS

A baby’s skin differs from that of 
an adut and requires special care. 
It is m ore sensitive and easily af­ 
fected. 
Not only is baby's skin thinner, 
it has less keratin, a protein sub­ 
stance which form s the base of the 
skin, and less pigment, the skinL 
coloring m atter. With both of these 
substances in short supply, the abil­ 
ity of baby’s skin to protect itself 
against sunlight, friction and chang 
es in tem perature is not as great 
as that of adults. 
What is more, many of the se­ 
baceous (oil> glands found in ’he 
skin of adults are not fully devel­ 
oped in the baby s -kin. The baby’s 
skin, for exam ple, has underdevel­ 
oped sebaceous glands in the dia­ 
per area; 
that is. in the groin 
and the anal regions. Thus, the pro­ 
tective oils secreted by the sebac­ 
eous glands are not present in the 
natural folds of skin in this area 
making these folds vulnerable to 
infection and disease. 
Perhaps the most important ele­ 
ment in the proper caie of a baby’s 
skin is the changing of the diaper 
as soon as it is wet or soiled.

Play It Safe This Christmas 


Long ago drafty castles and hum­ 
ble cottages were decorated for 
Christmas much as we do today— 
with the symbols of a pagan era. 
The holly, evergreens, mistletoe 
and candles we use today had their 
origins in antiquity. The Missouri 
Division of Health suggests we look 
at them again, but in another way. 
Know how to use them safely to 
prevent accidents 
We bedeck our houses with ever­ 
green because an earlier people 
thought to offer wir..er hospitality 
to the spirits that were supposed 
to haunt the leafless woods. If 
evergreens are a part of your 
Christmas decorations, place them 
where they cannot be ignited by 
lighted candles, a 
park from tne 
fireplace, or other -ources of flame 
When they are dry lemove them. 
Dry evergreens are easy to ignite 
and a hazard to have ii the house. 
The profuse use of candies is Re­ 
lieved to have its origin in hanuca 
or Hanukkah. the Jewish “Feast 
Lights.” An elecm c candle can be 
used 
in 
the 
window. However, 
more ear must be* taken in using 
wax candles. Place wax candles 
away from decora ions, curtains, 
and other inflammable materials. 
Als«^ keep them away from areas 
where clothing or occupants can 
brush oast and catch on fire.

As many outworn cliches, the old maxim, “Everyone has 
a right to his own opinion” is essentially only a half- 
truth. After all, what possible weight can a person’s opin­ 
ion carry if he is totally ignorant of the situation at hand? 
Indeed, to overcome "this basic ignorance is actually why 
students eo to school—they go to learn about “straight 
thinking.' What many of us mistakenly consider good- 
thinking may be nothing more than the conditioned reflex 
of a human “Pavlov’s dog;” this is the reason why we are 
continually urged by our elders to think for ourseives. 
Idealistically, we form opinions on a subject by first ob­ 
serving a situation and then and only then deciding how we 
feel about it, Unfortunately, the real truth may be that we 
decide how we feel about the situation and then “see” it as 
we would like it to be. The end result is prejudice, the one 
thing that every intelligent person strives to avoid. 
Stereotypes are another form of mental stagnation; the 
oversimplification of complex ideas is a handy form of de­ 
ciding how we feel first, and then looking to see what is 
in front of us. The reversal of thinking processes again 
results in prejudice. 
However, it is easier to identify the fallacies of thinking 
than it is to combat them. The single most important meth­ 
od of developing the habit of straight thinking is to listen 
to both sides of a question. It is hard to form prejudice if 
you give equal time to opposing views. 
By keeping an open mind, and yet a resolute one, the 
individual can develop his “straight thinking” procedure 
without losing one ounce of moral determination; an open 
mind does not necessarily mean a weak mind. 
This search for truth is one of the most important that 
the individual can ever make, for straight thinking in to­ 
day’s world of perils and foilbles is a moral imperative.

Round 3 Fight Against Common 
Situs Secondary Boycotts 
Union Officials Push H. E. 2955 
And S. 640 to Weaken 
The Landrum - Griffin Law 
Br Eestorinf Secondary Boycotts 
At Construction Sites. 
The day after the 86th Congress 
adjourned September 15, 1960, the 
AFL-CIO sounded the “10 second 
warning’» for Round Three in its 
legislative fight » win labor union 
officials more power 
Round Three is now being fought! 
The power weapon is the dread­ 
ed secondary boycott — a one-two 
pounch that cripples an innocent 
third person unless he helps the 
union win its organizing drive or 
“labor dispute. 
Round One ended in September, 
1959, with the passage of the Lan- 
drum-Griffin labor reform law. In 
it Congress voted to close most of 
the secondary boycott loopholes of 
the Taft-Hartley act. To get it 
through Congress, they provided 
several special benefits to a group 
of 18 unions that make up the AFL- 
CIO’s Building and Construction 
Trades department. 
But the construction unions were 
not satisfied, even though they 
were granted extra privileges such 
as a seven-day union shop, the right 
to demand hot cargo secondary 
boycott contracts and the privilege 
of seeking prehire contract clauses. 
Other unions do not enjoy these 
favors. 
The building trades wanted all 
restriction on the secondary boy­ 
cott lifted at construction sit 
When they failed to get this, as 
part of the Landrum-Griffin act. 
Round Two in the labor-manage- 
ment battle began. 
Round Two began when Senator 
Kennedy and eight other senators 
introduced a bill to weaken the 
new law by restoring unrestricted 
boycott power as Ion? as the bo., 
eott was imposed at a building site. 
A companion bill was introduced 
in the House of Representatives. 
Hie Senate bill (offered the da’ 
Landrum-Griffin passed the Sen­ 
ate) became known as the “com­ 
mon situs’* secondary boycott mea­ 
sure. The battle for its enactment 
raged the whole second session of 
the 86th Congress — from Janu­ 
ary to September, 1960. But Mr. 
Kennedy, then chairman of the 
Labor subcommittee, chose not to 
report the bill to the floor. On the 
House side, it failed to clear the 
House Rules committee. 
As introduced in the last Con­ 
gress, the bill was an extremely 
simple one — merely 18 lines — 
but packing a Knee-buckling wal­ 
lop that would have set the Taft- 
Hartley act up for a knockout. The 
bill literally would have removed 
(that part) 
of the Taft-Hartley 
section that prohibits secondary 
boycotts. 
Thompaon-McNamara Bill Now 
This is Section 8 (b) (4> <B>. 
The bill says nothing in 8 (b) (4) 
(B> shall apply at the “site of the 
construction, alteration, painting, 
or repair of a building, structure or 
other work.“ 
Round Three began January 18, 
1961, when Rep. Frank Thompson, 
Jr. (D-N.J.), introduced H.R, 2955. 
A short time later the Senate com­ 
panion measure S. 640 was offered 
by Senator Pat McNamara (D- 
Mich.) Hie bills differ slightly from 
the old Kennedy -Thompson bill of 
the 86th Congress. 
The new Thompson-McNamara 
proposal takes into account the 
danger of secondary boycotts at 
missile bases, but offers no effec­ 
tive relief. The bills merely pro­ 
vide that if a union plans to tie up 
a missile site or a government 
military installation, they should 
giva Uncle Sam a 10-day notice 
that they intend to strike. 
As in the bills of last year, H.R, 
2955 and 8. 640 provide that Sec­ 
tion 8 (b) (4) (B) shall not apply 
at sites of construction, alteration, 
repair, or painting. In other words, 
all construction sites. Since there 
is no legal definition of a “con­ 
struction site,” it could be given 
an extremely broad Interpretation, 
depending upon the view of the in­ 
terpreter or judge. 
PemHi Product Boycotts 
An examination of 8'b) (4) (B' 
shows that it shall be an unfair 
labor practice for a union to induce 
a strike where an object Is “forc­ 
ing or requiring any person to 
cease 
using, 
«elling. 
handling, 


transporting, or otherwise dealing 
I in the products of any other pro­ 
ducer, processor, or m anufacture, 
or to coase doing business with 
any other person.” 
Restriction of tnis section of the 
act would open the door to product 
boycotts, meaning that a union 
could impose a secondary boycott 
to keep certain building products 
off the market. The United Auto 
workers, for example, would be 
able to tie up a home-building pro­ 
ject in order to keep certain piumb 
>ng fixtures from being used. T1 
Carpenters union would be able to 
insist that the windows or Kitchon 
cabinets for homes would have to 
bear the Carpenter union label. 
Such a demand would open a 
new hornet’s nest of controversy. 
The union label can not be applied 
to a product unless it is made in 
a union shop — * shop where all 
employees are compelled to join 
the union or lose their job. In 19 
states, right to work laws prevent 
compulsory unionsim or the union 
shop. Thus a cabinet made in Iowa, 
which has a right to work law, 
could not bear a union label unless 
100 percent of the cabinet makers 
voluntarily joined the carpenters 
union. Such a desire would be un­ 
usual. 
The supporters of the construc­ 
tion boycott measure contend that 
they have no intention of permit­ 
ting product boycotts, but intent 
or not, the language of the bill is 
plain. A principle of the law of 
stautes does not permit a court 
to seek legislative intent to inter­ 
pret the language of an act if the 
language is clear. 
The most immediate effect if the 
secondary boycott bill is enacted 
in the 87th Congress would be to 
add to the power already possessed 
by organized labor. The legislation 
would allow union officials to con­ 
trol the construction industry by 
permitting professional unionists 
to govern the labor supply for all 
construction. 
It would mean an end to the 
non-union 
plumber, 
electrician, 
carpenter, bricklayer, painter, or 
other craftsman of the industry. 
A prominent Chicago labor law­ 
yer and a member of the Labor 
Relations Committee of the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce of the United 
States, Charles B. Mahin, summed 
up the bill: 
“It would be a decided back­ 
ward step and, in effect would be 
federal license to boycott by the 
building trades unions, which have 
so flagrantly abused the public 
and the construction industry by 
construction site striker and picket.: 
ing in the past. It would be inim­ 
ical to the public interest and 
would constitute an opening wedge 
in organized labor's effort to emas-1 
culate the Taft-Hartley Act.” 
Mr. Mahin’* 
observations 
are 
supported by statistics compiled 
by the National Labor Relations

There is no break­ 
down of Teamster boycotts, but 
many occur at construction sites 
where the Teamsters are trying to 
organize the drivers of ready-mix 
cement trucks. 
In 1958. NLRB files reveal that 
the construction union accounted 
for 41 percent of the 520 secon­ 
dary boycottt charges filed. The 
Teamsters were involved in 22.7 
percent of the boycott charges. 
One Giant Union 
There is a third devastating im­ 
pact upon the American economic 
scene, aside from union control of 
the labor supply and authority to

It would not be possible for a! 
new union — independent or af­ 
filiated with other national labor 
organizations — to get started.

A decision of the National Labor 
Relations Board of March 18, 1960. 
is a good illustration of how the 
AFLCIO Building Trades attempt 
ed to use a picket line to keep a 
small Kansas City e^ctrical and 
plumbing contractor from work­ 
ing.

Local 787 of the United Construc­ 
tion Workers. 
The trial examiner’s report re­

Plumbers Local 8. The trail exam- j 
iner rewrted from the testimony 
by Moore, “ . . .he was informed 
that there was no chance of getting 
on at the time.” 
When this workman later joined 
the UMW affiliate, the AFL-CIO 
plumbers placed 
a picket line 
around construction jobs 
where 
his employer, the Bishop Plumbing 
and Electrical Co., was working. 
The firm had a place of business 
about seven miles away that could 
have been picketed, but the union 
preferred to picket the construc­ 
tion site so as to involve neutral! 
workmen. 
The trial examiner also disclosed 
the typical AFL-CIO attitude of 


workmen who belong to unions out­ 
side of their federation. It Is that 
any labor organization not a party 
of the AFL-CIO is considered “non­ 
union.” 
Independent Union Opposes Bill 
This is illustrated by the testi­ 
mony of a union official before the 
House Education and Labor Com­ 
mittee, February 26. 1960. when 
that Committee held hearings on 
HR 9070, the bill to legalize secon­ 
dary boycotts. 
The official was Joseph Gritter 
of Grand Rapids, Michigan, sec­ 
retary of the Christian Labor As­ 
sociation of the United States for 
22 years. In his testimony (on page 
239 of the printed hearings) he ex­ 
plained: “Even though the NLRB 
has declared over and over again 
that the CLA is a genuine labor 
movement within the meaning of 
the act, another organization in the 
building trades refuses to recognize 
it as such, and will insist that mem­ 
bers of its affiliates in the building 
trades are unorganized. Any orga­ 
nization that does not adopt all the 
practices of that movement is, in 
its opinion, not a union at all.” 
Another smiliar trouble spot is 
brewing in the new state of Hawaii. 
The number one union in the Is­ 
lands is the International Long­ 
shoremen and Warehousemen, an 
organization 
which was 
ousted 
from the AFL-CIO on charges of 
communist domination. The ILWU 
is challenging the AFL-CIO Build­ 
ing Trades for jurisdicition over 
the home building field. 
The result with be a three-way 
fight between the 23,000 Hawaii 
ILWU members, the 7,000 AFL- 
CIO building tradesmen, and the 
700 Hawaii carpenters who pulled 
out of the AFL-CIO and established 
their own independent construction 
workers union.

The proposal to permit boycotts 
at the construction sites has be­ 
come popularly

as 
the 
“common 
situs” 
picketing bill, 
taken from the legal reference to 
common situs picketing or picket­ 
ing at a site of common employ­ 
ment, Le., a place where the em­ 
ployees of more than one employ­ 
er are at work. 
The 
Building 
Trades 
unions 
have been striving since 1947 for 
the right to impose unrestricted 
boycotts at construction sites. In 
1960 they came closest to their 
goal. If they win the 87th Congress, 
their common technique will be to 
place a picket line around a con­ 
struction project when the em­ 
ployees of a particular subcontrac­ 
tor happen not to want to belong 
to a union. The result is that all 
unionized workmen would be re­ 
quired by the union to leave their 
jobs. 
But the bill is more than a pro­ 
posal to permit greater use of pic­ 
keting. Picketing can be a secon­ 
dary boycott technique if used to 
bring economic pressure upon neu­ 
trals to stop doing business with

business at the situs, (3) the pic­ 
keting is limited to places reason­ 
ably close to the location of the 
situs, and (4) the pickeing dis­ 
closes clearly that the dispute is 
with the primary employer. 
Three years later in 1953, the 
Labor Board added a 5th criterion. 
In general it prohibited common 
situs picketing if the primary em­ 
ployer has a place of business in 
the area that can be picketed with­ 
out involving neutral parties. The 
U.S. Court of Appeals has upheld 
this added test 
Round 3 in this session of the 
new Congress, is a crucial one. 
It will determine whether the 
public and neutral employees and 
employers will remain free from 
being forced to take the union’s 


side in organizing drives Sod labor 
disputes. And it will determine 
whether the American construe* 
tion worker has a right to a job 
without paying dues to a uaioa 
boss.

Harold F. Kearns, social security 
district manager, announced 
to­ 
day that his office now has or hand 
copies ot a printed explanation of 
the social security tax 
increase 
scheduled for January 1. 1963. 
The explanation is available upon 
request to the Cane Girardeau So­ 
cial Security Office, and Kearns 
noted that a number of employers 
have already ordered copies to en­ 
close with employees' pay checks 
on hte first pay day in January. 
Starting with that first pay in 
January. Kearns saxl. the work­ 
e r s social security deduction will 
be increased by one-half of one 
percent on the first $4800 of annual 
wages. 
With 
this 
increase, 
the 
amount of the social security tax 
will be 3 percent for an employee, 
with a matching amount contribut­ 
ed by the employer. 
The social security law as orig­ 
inally enacted in 1935, called for 
a beginning rate of one percent for 
employee and for the employer on 
the first 53000 of annual earnings. 
\* ith gradual increases until the top 
rate of 3 percent was reached in 
1949. 
These tax rates, it was estim at­ 
ed. would be rquired to finance the 
retirem ent benefits of $10 to $85 
per month, the only type of bene­ 
fits provided 
under the original 
law. But the scheduled increases 
were not permitted to go into ef­ 
fect and the tax rate did not even 
rise to 1 ^ percent until 1950.

“When the nursing shortage be­ 
ta me acute, most of the voluntary 
Health, Agencies set up nursing 
scholarships in an effort to help re­ 
lieve the shortage. 
“ Without Public Health Nurses, 
many cases of active tuberculosis 
would never be found hnd brought 
to treatment. Without 
registered 
nurses, specialized and unspecial- 
l/.ed. proper care of patients ill of 
the disease is impossible. 
“ Presentation of nursing acholar- 
ships 
may 
seem the long 
wav 
around io leach home base 
(the 
eradication of tuberculosis', per­ 
haps this is true But. without ade­ 
quate nursing, the goal can never 
be attained. 
“The Scott County Tuberculosis 
Association tried as did m a n y oth­ 
er agencies, to award its first scho­ 
larships to girls with the need for 
financial help. None 
stayed 
in 
school to complete the course. Our 
money was not well spent. Othei 
organizations had the same experi­ 
ence. 
“With this in mind, the 1962 schol­ 
arships were awarded on the basis 
of scholastic merit. If two appli­ 
cants 
had 
the 
same 
excellent 
grades, and only one required fi­ 
nancial help to be able lo enter 
training, the one with need would 
likely w in the award. But the act­ 
ual presentation depends on excel­ 
lence of grades in school, and on

A baby’s skin differs from that ?f 
an adut and requires special care. 
It is more sensitive and easily af­ 
fected. 
Not only is baby's skin thinner, 
it lias less keratin, a protein sub­ 
stance which form s the base of the 
skin, and less pigment, the skin’s 
coloring m atter. With both of these 
substances in short supply, the abil­ 
ity of baby’s skin to protect itself 
again; t sunlight, friction and chang 
es in tem perature is not as great 
as that of adults. 
W hat is more, many of the se­ 
baceous (oil) glands found in ’he 
.-kin of adults are not fully devel­ 
oped in the baby s .-kin. The baby’s 
skin, for example, has underdevel­ 
oped sebaceous glands in the dia­ 
per area; that is. in the groin 
and the anal regions. Thus, the pro­ 
tective oils secreted b> the sebac­ 
eous glands are not present in the 
natural folds of skin in this area 
making these folds vulnerable to 
infection and disease. 
Perhaps the most important ele­ 
ment in the proper care of a baby’s 
skin is the changing of the dianer 
as soon as it is wet or soiled. For

Round 3 Fight Against Common 
Situs Secondary Boycotts 


Union Officials Paata H. ft. 2*55 
And S. 640 to Weaken 
The Landrum - Griffin Law 
By Restoring Secondary Boycotts 
At Construction Sites. 
The day after the 86th Congress 
adjourned September 15, 1960, the 
AFL-CIO sounded the "10 second 
warning’’ for Round Three in its 
legislative fight to win labor union 
officials more power 
Round Three is now being fought: 
The power weapon is the dread­ 
ed secondary boycott — a one-two 
pounch that cripples an innocent 
third person unless he helps the 
union win its organizing drive or 
"labor dispute. ‘ 
Round One ended in September, 
1959, with the passage of the Lan- 
drum-Griffin labor reform law. In 
it Congress voted to close most of 
the secondary boycott loopholes of 
the Taft-Hartley act. To get it 
through Congress, they provided 
several special benefits to a group 
of 18 unions that, make up the AFL- 
CIO’s Building and Construction 
Trades department. 
But the construction unions were 
not satisfied, even though they 
were granted extra privileges such 
as a seven-day union shop, the right 
to demand hot cargo secondary 
boycott contracts and the privilege 
of seeking prehire contract clauses. 
Other unions do not enjoy these 
favors. 
Hie building trades wanted all 
restriction on the secondary boy­ 
cott lifted at construction sit 
When they failed to get this, as 
part of the I,andrum-Griffin act. 
Round Two in the labor-manage- 
ment battle began. 
Round Two began when Senator 
Kennedy and eight other senators 
introduced a bill to weaken the 
new law by restoring unrestricted 
boycott power as low* as the bo, 
eott was imposed at a building site 
A companion bill was introduced 
in the House of Representatives. 
Hie Senate bill (offered the de* 
Landrum-Griffin passed the Sen­ 
ate > became known as the "com­ 
mon situs" secondary boycott mea­ 
sure. Tbe battle for its enactment 
raged the whole second session of 
the 86th Congress — from Janu­ 
ary to September, 1960. But Mr. 
Kennedy, then chairman of the 
Labor subcommittee, chose not to 
report the bill to the floor. On the 
House side, it failed to clear the 
House Rules committee. 
As introduced in the last Con­ 
gress, the bill was an extremely 
simple one — merely 18 lines — 
but packing a <cnee-buckling wal­ 
lop that would have set the Taft- 
Hartley act up for a knockout. The 
bill literally would have removed 
(that part> 
of the Taft-Hartley 
section that prohibits secondary 
boycotts. 
Thompaon-McNamara Bill Now 
This is Section 8 (b) (4> (B>. 
The bill says nothing in 8 (b) (4) 
IB' shall apply at the "site of the 
construction, alteration, painting, 
or repair of a building, structure or 
other work.” 
Round Three began January 18, 
1961, when Rep. Frank Thompson. 
Jr. (D-N.J.), introduced H.R, 2955. 
A short time later the Senate com­ 
panion measure S. 640 was offered 
by Senator Pat McNamara 
(D- 
Mich.) The bills differ slightly from 
the old Kennedy-Thompson bill of 
the 86th Congress. 
The new Thompson-McNamara 
proposal takes into account the i 
danger of secondary boycotts a t ; 
missile bases, but offers no effec­ 
tive relief. The bills merely pro­ 
vide that if a union plans to tie up 
a missile site or a government 
military installation, they should 
give Uncle Sam a 10-day notice 
that they intend to strike. 
As in the bills of last year, H R. 
2955 and S. 640 provide that Sec­ 
tion 8 (b) (4) (B) shall not apply 
at sites of construction, alteration, 
repair, or painting. In other words, 
all construction sites. Since there 
is no legal definition of a "con­ 
struction site," it could be given 
an extremely broad Interpretation, 
depending upon the view of the in­ 
terpreter or judge. 
Permits Product Boycotts

Restriction of tnis section of the 
act would open the door to product 
boycotts, meaning that a union 
could impose a secondary boycott 
to keep certain building products 
off the market.
